EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

On the basis of the first round of selection made in 1967 and j 
1968 for appointment at the initial constitution of the Indian 
Forest Service, Karnataka (Then Mysore) Forest Service Officers 
who were adjudged suitable were appointed to the State Cadre 
of the Indian Forest Service. Thereafter, recruitment under 
sub-rule (2) of rule 4 of the Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) 
Rules, 1966 was taken in hand. Accordingly, direct recruits 
were allocated to the State Cadre on the results of the annual 
examinitions conduced by the Union Public Service 
Commission from 1967 onwards. 


3. The Indian Forest Service (Recruitment! Rules, 1966 
were amended, vide notification No. 3]30|70-(i)-AlS(IV) 
dated the 1st March, 1971 so as to provide that where ap¬ 
pointments to the Service, in pursuance of the recruitment 
under sub-rule (1) of rule 4 of the said Rules have be¬ 
come invalid by reason of flhy judgment or order of any 
Court, the Central Government may make fresh recruitment 
under that sub-rule and may give effect to the appointment 
to the service in pursuance of such fresh recruitment frotn- 
the same date on which the appointments which had become 
invalid as aforesaid had been given effect to. Consequently, 
the Special Selection Board met at Bangalore in November, 
1970 and drew up a list of candidates adjudged suitable foi- 
appointment ns initial iccruits to the Karnataka Cadic of 
the Indian Forest Service. After the Union Public Service 
Commission approved the recommendations of the Special 
Selection Board, 60 officers adjudged suitable for appoint¬ 
ment as initial recruits, were appointed to the Karnataka 
Cadre of the Indian Forest Service at its initial constitution. 
Appointments by promotion weie also made under rule 
4<(2) of the Indian Forest Service (Recruitment)' Rules, 1966. 
Subsequently, i n pursuance of the orders of the Supreme 
Court of India in V.N, Nadgii\ case, the case of 8 peti¬ 
tioners before the Supreme Corn t, were reviewed in February. 
1976 and 4 of them were adjudged suitable and appointed 
as initial recruits to the Karnataka Cadre of the Indian Forest 
Service, vide notification No. 17023J2j75-AIS(lV) dated 
11-3-1976. 

4. Shri A, C. Lakshmana and four others, Karnataka State 
.Forest Service Officers, who were not adjudged suitable 

for appointment as initial recruits to the Indian Forest 
Service led writ petitions No. 4418, 7085 to 7088 of 1977 
in the Karnataka High Court, challenging, inter-alia the 
initial appointments to the Karnataka Cadre of the Indian 
Forest Service. Under the directions of the Karnataka High 
Couit, the cases of these officers were reviewed by, the Spe¬ 
cial Selection Board on 22-6-1981 and they were adjudged 
suitable for appointment as initial recruits. After the Uninon 
Public Service Commission approved the recommendations 
of the Special Selection Board, these officers were appoint¬ 
ed to the Service with effect from 1-10-1966 vide Notification 
No. 1702311181-A1S(IY), dattd 30-7-1981. Consequently the 
number of officers appointed at the initial constitution on 
the basis of fresh selection under the directions of the 
Supreme Court of India and the Karnataka High Court has 
resulted in over utilisation of the total authorised strength 
of the Karnataka Cadre of the Indian Forest Service for 
the periods as idicated in the notification. 

5. It is certified that consequent on the provision of ad-hoc 
deputation reserve for the periods shown m the notification, 
the number of vacancies in the promotion ceiling of the 
Karnataka Cadre remains unchanged. The above amend¬ 
ment would not as such affect adversely the interests of the 
officers appointed to the State Cadre of Karnataka by 
promotion during the said period. The interests of the 
initial recruits and the direct recruits will also not be 
affected by the ad-hoc increase in the deputation reserve for 
these periods, as the increase has been necessitated be¬ 
cause of the fresh initial recruitment made to the State 
Cadre of the Service as well as appointment of certain 
State Forest Service officers as initial recruits in compliance 
with the directions of the Supreme Court of India and the 
Karnataka High Court.
